MDHHS uses state, private, and federal dollars to fund our agreements. Paragraph 2A actually does 
not indicate what source your funding comes from. It refers you to Attachment 1 for that 
information. The amounts in paragraph 2A are 

1. the total amount of your agreement (this could include other sources, such as funds 
contributed by your agency as match - you aren't doing this, but you could) and 

2. the portion of the total agreement amount that is from MDHHS. 

Our budget staff enter specific funding information into EGrAMS, but this does not occur until after 
Paulette approves. As of right now, your Attachment 1 only shows a part of the funding. I expect 
this will be finalized in the next few days once Paulette's approval is complete.
